Second, This is followed by anorher Queſtion much to the ſame 
ur poſe, and that is: Shall he deliver his Soul from the Hand of the 
trade? No, there is no power in Man to do it, his Wiſdom, 
liches, Strength and Honour, all joyned in one, cannot fave 
lm. Man, ſays holy Job, that is Born of a Woman, is of Few Days, 
Ind full of Trouble : He cometh forth like a Flower, and is cut down : 
e fleeth alſo as Shadow, and continucth not, Job 4. 1, 2. That 
b, his Life is frail, and uncertain, the Number of his Days, and 
Contingencies of his Life, not -foreknown 70 him; he is cettain 
nothing, but that at preſent he lives, and that ke may Dye when 
bod pl eaſes to require his Soul of him. For (in the fame Chap- 
er, fays Job) There is hope of a Tree if it be cut down, that it will 
Iprent again; and that the tender, Branohes thereof will not ceaſc, 
ergh the Root thereof wax old in the Earth, and the Stock therecf 
ne in the Ground, yet through the ſcent of Water, it will bud and bring 
wrt Bmughs like a Plant.
